You'll have a 1 minute, 
15 second time period, or three falls, to build up speed and 
successfully complete stunts. Points are awarded for each 
stunt, and the highest score wins the event.

Directional Button (D-Button): 

UP: Increases speed when the skater is going up 

the half pipe. 

DOWN: Increases speed when the skater is going down 

the half pipe.

Competition surfing is a game of staying near the curl of the 
wave and maneuvering your board smoothly at high 
speeds. Ride the face of the wave, moving back and forth, in 
and out of the tube. "Use" as much of the wave as you can 
before your ride comes to an end.

(D-Button) 

When you first start, the surfer is lying flat on his board. 

To start, press Button 2. 

Directional Button (D-Button): 

LEFT: Surfer makes a left turn. 

RIGHT: Surfer makes a right turn. 

UP and DOWN: No effect. 

Button 1: No effect. 

Button 2: Start. 

Also, if you press the D-Button while holding Button 2 to 
make a turn, the turning radius will be smaller than if only 
the D-Button had been pressed.

$ Flying Disk 

To serious competitors, 
the plastic saucer in¬ 
vented by two Califor¬ 
nians in 1947 is called a 
"flying disk." Of course, 
you may know it by an¬ 
other name. Originally 
spelled Frisbie, the 
disk's most popular 
name originated at Yale 

University, where students first started tossing empty pie 
plates made by the Frisbie Pie Company more than one 
hundred years ago. Now molded from light and flexible 
plastic, the flying disk is a common sight whirling through 
the air at beaches and parks everywhere in California, and 
it's the perfect challenge of skill and timing to wind up the 
competition in CALIFORNIA GAMES. 
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Thrower: Taking Control 

To throw, follow these steps: 



Step 1: When Button 1 or 2 is pressed, the gauge on the 
screen lights up. 

Step 2: Move the D-Button to the left to start the needle 
advancing toward the "speed" end of the gauge. This tells 
you how fast you throw the disk. The color of the needle 
determines the speed. When it stops at green, the disk flies 
the fastest. Yellow is slower, and red is slowest.
